SUBJECT : June 14 University President's Visit 


1. Presidents Sheldon Hackney of Tulane, Steven Muller. of 
Johns Hopkins, Peter Magrath of the University of Minnesota, and 
Jack Peltason, President of the American Council on Education have 
accepted Admiral Turner's invitation to visit the Agency on June 14. 
Activities that day will be substantially the same as on March 10 
when three university presidents participated. The schedule and 
biographic sketches of the visitors are attached. The four have 
been cleared for and agreed to SECRET briefings. 


2. I have discussed the public affairs aspect of their visit 
with each of the presidents. Hackney, Peltason, and Muller would 
not be concerned if their visits here were covered by the media and 
do not object to you identifying them if a reporter were to request 
names. Magrath, on the otherhand, prefers not to be identified as 
a participant. 


3. I emphasized in the conversations with the four that CIA 
does not seek publicity for the visit, but that your office is 
prepared to issue a general statement in response to press inquiries. 
Only Magrath objected at this point to being identified if a reporter 
were to press for names. I told him that we would attempt to respect 
his wishes, but that we could not promise that his participation won't 
be revealed. He appeared to be satisfied.
